Gentlemen: 




You requested an opinion on two Indian Peace Medals sent October 10, 

1986. On October 20, 1986, I asked you whether you had done a specific 
gravity test and to give me the information. I telephoned you December 18, 
1986 and you told me that you had been unable to obtain the specific 
gravity using your equipment because your equipment is too small. I 
am, therefore, commenting on the pieces without specific gravity and 
without the exact weight. 

G3718-J - 1841 three inch Tyler Peace Medal. This appears to be silver, 

but its specific gravity must be checked to determine whether it could 
be silver plated over struck copper. It is noticeable that the inside 
base line portions of all of the lettering on the obverse is weak due 
to insufficient striking pressure. The lettering defects have not been 
produced by polishing, but are due to metal flow problems. This piece 
shows no damage from wear. Its hole at the top shows aperature counter 
sinking from each side. The lower part of the letters in the word PEACE 
on the reverse are weak. The edge is extremely smooth and does not 
indicate any bumping. My opinion is that this is a standard restrike 
sold by the Mint and not for Indian presentation. 

G9067-G - Franklin Pierce 1853 three inch Peace Medal struck in pot 

metal with a hole drilled at the upper part. The surface throughout 
is full of blemishes. Its specific gravity will tell whether there 
is a substantial amount of lead in the mix. The weak hair detail would 
indicate casting as do the quantities of irregular defects on the surface 
of both sides. The edge is quite smooth with a substantial number of 
bumps. I am not aware of any pot metal pieces of this medal, but I 
am sure no Indian would be happy with the gray coloring which this piece 
has. I consider it a reproduction. 

G2862-K - This three pence George III 1765 English coin has been holed 

and plugged. The plug has been tooled to produce some parts of the 
design. The coin has been substantially beaten up, but in our opinion 
was originally genuine. Its weight of 1.53 grams is normal, but its 
specific gravity of 10.47 is not normal. The possible reason for the 
high specific gravity was the plug which may be principally lead and 
this would increase the specific gravity of the coin beyond that of 
ordinary silver. 

I hope I have been helpful. The coins are returned herewith.

VIQ 054 1789 Indian Peace Medal. Wt. 34 gr. 82.75 mm high, 66 mm 


wide. A specific gravity of pieces like this must be done 
in Colorado Springs. It doesn't have to be perfect and it 
is easy to do. Mistakes are going to be made if you don't 
do it every time. Engraved Indian Peace medals are most diffi- 
cult pieces to authenticate because each is separately engraved. 
This one is two separate plaques back to back. It could have 
air trapped between them. It could be copper plated with silver 
because copper color shows clearly in several areas. The piece 
has been bent horizontally l/3rd up from the bottom and then 
straightened. The specific gravity would tell us much. It 
has a circular punch mark left of the date. The loop holding 
the vertical band has an oval opening lying on its side, but 
has a broken circular loop on each side of the oval. Two broken 
loops are unnatural. 

The size is smaller than the genuine one at ANS. It has exactly 
the same crude designs and this makes me believe the maker 
would not then use two sizes, but it is possible. The ANS 
piece is a single plaque and it would be unnecessary to make 
a double one. A double plaque is made so it has an inside 
fill or for high relief and there is no reason to make this 
piece double. Both ANS and this piece have a force fit into 
the band. 

The piece is quite old and cleaned in portions. My present 
feeling is that the submitted piece is not original. I would 
like to know the specific gravity and whether it is copper 
underneath. What do others think?

Gentlemen : 

In accordance with your telephone request, I am returning herewith Oak 
Tree Shilling Noe 9, your coin number ZXJ193. I wrote comments on this 
coin March 27, 1987, indicating that I was very suspicious of it but 

had no positive proof of it being a casting. 

It seems to have artificial wear on the reverse, as previously pointed 
out, and on the obverse where the first A in MASSACHUSETTS is substantially 
flattened. The coloring is artificial when one compares the area outside 
the inner circle on each side to the area inside the inner circle. 

I did not previously point out that the specific gravity of 10.36 is 
very suspiciously high. It may mean the silver is too pure. It should 
not exceed 10.3 specific gravity. 

I particularly wanted pictures of this coin, preferably enlargements, 
and you will recall that I mentioned that in my letter of March 27, 1987. 

I am also disturbed that the owner, after being contacted many times, 
did not cooperate in stating where the coin came from. 

We hope we have been helpful.

RULES FOR EXHIBITING AND JUDGING 
* ***** * 

These rules set forth standard procedures for the entire spectrum of 
numismatic exhibit presentation and Judging at ANA Ann i ver sar y 
Conventions. Any modifications required to accommodate the next 

convention are attached as Enclosure #1. Also at Enclosure #1 are the 
names and addresses of the Chief Judge and the ANA Committeeman for 
Exhibits and Exhibit Awards? and the name? address? and telephone number 
of the Exhibit Chairman for the next convention. 

Particular dates and times for the whole exhibiting program at the next 
Anniversary Convention are set forth in a schedule at Enc I osuf e # d . If 
the schedule is not yet confirmed when these rules are distributed? it 
will be mailed to each exhibitor-applicant as soon as it is available. 

Separate parts for exhibit rules and judging procedures are presented 
here? including a copy of the Judges' Rating Sheet (Enclosure #3 ) . All 
exhibitors? exhibit judges and staff? exhibit chairman and committee 
personnel? and members of the ANA Committee for Exhibits and Exhibit 
Awards shall be furnished copies of these rules. All personnel concerned 
shall adhere strictly to the provisions of the rules. 

These rules are under the control and direction of the American 
Numismatic Association? wh i c.h reserves the right to accept or reject any 
offered exhibit at any time. Offered exhibits will be accepted only upon 
receipt and approval of the official application form (Enclosure #4)? 
filled in completely and properly? and submitted to the Exhibit Chairman 
for the specific convention not later than the date specified in 
Enc I osure #2 .

1 . Exhibits will be divided into three groups. 

A. Each of the groups will be shown in separate exhibit areas? and 
no exhibit entered under one group may be displayed with an 
exhibit in another group. 

E:. No exhibit may be entered in more than one group.

Young Numismatist <YN> exhibitors shall prepare? mount? and place 
their own exhibits (subject to the same rules as apply to Group A 
exhibitors). Judging standards used for Group C exhibits are 

identical to those used for Group A exhibits. See paragraph 15 
for descriptions of YN classifications? which differ somewhat 
from Group A classifications. 

Application to exhibit. 

A. Each exhibitor must file a separate application for each exhibit? 
designating the group and classification in which it will be 
entered. 

B. The Exhibit Chairman?' after conference with the exhibitor if 
possible? may transfer an exhibit from one class to another if it 
appears that the exhibit was not placed in the proper class. In 
the event that the Exhibit Chairman and the exhibitor do not 
agree upon the piroper placement of an exhibit? or if the Exhibit 
Chairman is unable to consult with the exhibitor? the Chief Judge 
shall make the final decision. 

C . If exhibit space is limited? exhibitors may be restricted to a 
certain total number of cases and panels? which can be used to 
enter as many exhibits as desired within the bounds of Rule 
8A(1). Any such restrictions will be shown at Enclosure #1. 

American Numismatic Association officers? elected or appointed? the 
convention General Chairman and Exhibit Chairman? the ANA 
Committeeman for Exhibits and Exhibit Awards? the Chief Judge and 
Assistant Chief Judges? and members of the immediate f am i I i es of 

these officials shall not be allowed to enter exhibits in Group A or 

Group C. An individual who sponsors an award may not enter an 
exhibit in that class. 

Forged? spurious? or counterfeit material? copies or replicas may not 
be displayed unless each such item is described as such in the 
exhibit arid unless such items are displayed for educational purposes. 
No such item shall be displayed in violation of United States 

Government regulations. Intentional or unintentional violations of 

this paragraph shall result in total disqualification of the exhibit. 

No exhibit shall contain any advertising of items therein for sale? 
nor any statement as to price or value. The name or identity of any 
competitive exhibitor shall not appear in the exhibit? except as an 
author in a bibliographic reference? which shall be sufficiently 
general that the exhibitor cannot be linked to the exhibit by that 
reference. AM exhibited material must be the personal property of 
the exhibitor (which may include the property owned jointly with a 
spouse). Competitive exhibitors will not be permitted to attend 
their exhibits while the exhibits are being judged. 

Exhibitors who have presented an exhibit in previous ANA Anniversary 
Conventions resulting in a Best-of-Show Award or two First Place 
awards may not again enter such an exhibit or a substantial ly similar 
exhibit in competition. They may enter a new exhibit which is 
completely changed in nature from the winning exhibit? even though it 
is entered in the same class and includes numismatic material

8. Exhibit cases and panels will be provided to exhibitors for use at 
the Convention. 


A. Cases 

1) No exhibit shall consist of more than six cases* except those 

in the paper money classes (Classes 2* 6* and 9) * and those 
composed of at least 25% paper money in Classes 12 through 
17* 19* and 20* which may use seven cases. The a I lowance of 

an additional case for paper money exhibits is because fewer 
examples of paper money can be exhibited in a case than can 
coins. For this rule* paper money includes bonds and shares* 
checks* philatelic-numismatic covers (PNCs) * souvenir cards* 
and other similar material. 

2) The diagrams at Enclosure #6 specify the inside dimensions of 
ANA cases. Exhibitors should specify which size case they 
need on the Exhibit Application. 

3) Exhibitors may provide their own cases* provided that no 
exhibit shall exceed 4800 square inches of table space (5600 
square inches in the case of paper money). If a total case 
limit is imposed (Rule 20* total table space shall be the 
•Cease I i rn i t > x -C800 square inches]-. 

4) A paper money exhibit may mix cases and panels as follows: 
one panel plus five cases* or two panels plus two cases. 

5) All cases must lie flat on the tables provided* viewed either 
horizontally (preferred) or vertically. Wall-mounted display 
by an exhibitor is limited by available wall space* and is 
only permitted by prior specific arrangement with the Exhibit 
Ch a i rman . 


6) No materials of any kind may be placed outside the exhibit 
cases. 


B . Pane I s 

1) Panels may be used only if requested by the date shown in 
Enclosure #2 . 

2) A I imited number of ANA panels* three feet wide and four feet 
high* are available for paper exhibiting. Note that panels 
may also be used four feet wide and three feet high. 

3) No paper exhibit shall consist of more than three panels (36 
square feet). See also Rule 8A (4) above. 

4) No materials of any kind may be placed outside the exhibit 
panels.

C. Additional information pertaining to exhibit equipment. 

1 ) No electrical r < u t I e t s of a n y kind will be provided. 

Z) Exhibits of materia. not capable of be ins presented in the 
usual cases or panels will be permitted only upon prior and 
specific arrangement with the Exhibit Chairman* and subject 
to the concurrence of the ANA Committeeman for Exhibits and 
Exh i b i t Awards . 

9. Exhibit rooms will be open for the placement and removal of exhibits 
according to the time schedule set forth in Enclosure #2. A photo 
I.D. badge will be required for admission to the exhibit area at al! 
times when the general public is not admitted. The schedule of hours 
for obtaining photo I.D. badges is enclosed in the time/event 
schedule (Enclosure #2). The exhibit area will be open to the 
general public as set forth in the same enclosure. 

10. A small exhibit identification label showing the number of the 
exhibit* the number of cases or panels* and the group and class in 
which the exhibit is entered* will be affixed to each case or panel 
of the exhibit* preferably at the upper, left corner. 

11. The Exhibit Chairman will keep a full and complete record of all 

exhibits* showing the name of the exhibitor* the class* the 

identification number of the exhibit* the number of cases or panels 
used* and the convention residence of the exhibitor. Names of the 
exhibitors shall not be disclosed until the Judges have made their 
reports to the Chief Judge* all reports have been finalised* and the 
Best-of -Show exhibit has been selected. Exhibitors who wish to 
remain anonymous may so inform the Exhibit Chairman. Names of Group 
C winners* except Young Numismatist Bes t-of -Show * may be released to 
the ANA Committeeman for Young Numismatists on the Committeeman's 
request* as soon as they are available to the Exhibit Chairman. 

12. Each ANA exhibit case or panel will be locked and sealed by the 
Exhibit Chairman or his assistant in the presence of the exhibitor. 
The keys will be kept by the Exhibit Chairman until the exhibit is 
removed by the exhibitor. Keys to cases provided by exhibitors must 
be turned over to the Exhibit Chairman or his Assistant. These cases 
must also be sealed. An Exhibitor's Inventory (Enclosure #5) must be 
completed by the exhibitor* listing numismatic items contained in the 
exhibit. This form must be signed in the presence of the Exhibit 
Chairman or assistant at the time the cases are locked and sealed. 

13. Security Room services* and security services for the protection of 

exhibits in the exhibit hall* will be provided during the times shown 
at Enclosure #2. Exhibitors are advised that the presence of 
security personnel or security systems does not constitute a 

guarantee against loss* a policy of insurance* or a promise to 
indemnify in the event of loss by fire* theft* or other casualty. 

14. An exhibit may be taken down and removed from the Convention by other 
than the exhibitor* provided the exhibitor executes in tr i p I icate the 
required legal authorization to do so and releases ANA from liability 
concerning removal in this manner. One copy of such authorization 
and release must be sent directly to the ANA Convention Coordinator* 
318 N. Cascade Ave. * Colorado Springs* CO 80903-3279* the second 
must accompany the exhibit application* and the third must be 




surrendered at the time of removal of the exhibit. The Exhibit 
Chairman will add this third copy to the exhibit application and 
include it in the papers he returns to ANA Headquarters . Such an 
assistant must have a photo I.D. badge, and must satisfy the Exhibit 
Chairman as to his or her identity. Standard authorization and 
release forms may be obtained by written request to the Exhibit 
Chairman. Such an exhibitor's assistant may also use the security 

r o o rn with his p r o p e r p h o to I.D. 


15 . Classifications in which competitive exhibitors may enter are 
described below. If an exhibit contains material pertaining to more 
than one classification, but at least 65% of the items (as recorded 
on the exhibitor's inventory form) are from a single class, the 
exhibit may be entered in that class. Exhibits w h i c h cannot meet the 
65% test will be placed in class 14.

The President of ANA? in consultation with the ANA Cornrn i 1 1 eernan for 
Exhibits and Exhibit Awards? shall? at least 250 days prior to the 
opening of the convention? select a Chief Judge to oversee all 
aspects of Judging. The Chief Judge shall select Assistant Chief 
Judges as necessary. 

The Chief Judge and Assistant Chief Judges should be recognised for 
their impartial viewpoint and fairness. At the time of serving they 
must not be encumbered with other ANA convention duties. None may so 
serve if members of t h e i r immediate f a m i I y a f e competitive exhibitors 
at the same convention. 

Selection of Exhibit Judges 

Selection of exhibit Judges must be made by the Chief Judge at least 
60 days prior to the opening day of the convention. The exhibit- 
judges should be selected with specific standards in mind? such as:

A. Operirn i ndedness - A perspective which is unencumbered by fixed 
opinions - such as an idea that no exhibit should receive full 
rating points on any standard? or that exhibits should be rated 
low. Each Judge should keep in mind that every exhibitor should 
be given all the points he deserved? but no more. 

B. Thorough knowledge of the exhibit class being Judged. 

C . Willingness to listen to the opinions of others. 

D. Humility towards the task of Judging? with a willingness to ask 
for assistance when there is any question as to the appropriate 
dec i s i o n . 

E. Willingness to explain his rating when an error? obvious or 
otherwise? has been made. 

The Chief Judge shall use a list of exhibit Judges maintained by ANA 
from which to select Judges for the current convention. As required? 
the Chief Judge may select others? keeping in mind paragraphs A-E 
above . 

There shall be a minimum of three Judges for each class? one of whom 
will be designated the class leader. Standby Judges may also be 
selected. When needed or appropriate? a Judge may rate exhibits in 
more than one class. No Judge may rate exhibits in any class in 
which he or a member of his immediate family is exhibiting. 

The Chief Judge shall dispatch a letter to prospective exhibit Judges 
in March preceding the convention. He will? by the middle of June? 
notify those who have indicated availability as exhibit Judges as to 
prospective class assignments and will also assign Judges' numbers. 
Those who cannot accept an assignment or who wish to request an 
alternate assignment will so notify the Chief Judge at the earliest 
practicable date.

c. Judges are expected to read all the information presented in the 
exhibit before arriving at a conclusion about an exhibit. 

D. In any case where it is considered necessary, the Judges shall 
have the right to remove material from an exhibit case or panel 
for the purpose of closer examination. The exhibitor must be 
present as agreed in the Exhibit Application. Such removal must 
also be made in the presence of the Exhibit Chairman and the 
Chief Judge or his assistant. 

E. Judges shall? upon completion of all Judging in any class? 
discuss objectively among themselves the relative standings each 
has given the respective exhibits. Judges may at this time make 
such changes in ratings as they deem necessary. Upon completion 
of this consultation? the class leader shall submit all Judging 
sheets (for all Judges of his team) to the Chief Judge. 


F. The deadline for turning in Judging Rating Sheets to the Chief 
Judge will be stated in the Schedule of Events. 

G. As each class leader turns in completed rating sheets? the Chief 
Judge or assistant shall keep the ratings in each class together 
and check them for accuracy of addition. The Chief Judge shall 
then enter the ratings on the official ANA Exhibit Judging Record 
Sheet? which will show a side-by-side comparison of points 
awarded to each exhibit by each Judge? for each exhibit standard 
(as shown in Enclosure #3).

Review Process 

A. An exhibitor may? within the time period announced in the 

Schedule of Events and posted at the Exhibit Chairman's desk? 
submit a written statement in duplicate to the Chief Judge? 

through the Exhibit Chairman? as to any supposed error in rating 
the exhibitor's exhibit. The Ex h i b i t Ch a i rrnan will p r o v i d e 
standard forms to those who desire review and will post the 

review times. Only standard forms provided by the Chief Judge 
will be used. Such statements will be reviewed in the same 
manner as outlined in paragraph 4H above. Personal presentation 
by an exhibitor will not be allowed. 

E. After any review pursuant to paragraphs 4H or 6A above? the 

review committee may correct any error in the ratings of any 
exhibit Judge without the latter's concurrence? or replace him 
with a substitute exhibit Judge for the purpose of rating all 
exhibits in that class. Exhibitors who file a request for review 
may have points taken away as well as granted. 

Awards 

A. Awards for exhibits will be made by the Ameri-can Numismatic 
Association in accordance with the procedures approved by its 
Board of Governors. 

E. First-? second-? and third-place awards shal I be given for each 
competitive class. The Chief Judge? however? has the authority 
to withhold awards in any class where exhibits are deemed 
insufficient or unworthy of an award. 

C. A Group A exhibit must earn an average of at least sixty-five 
(65) scoring points to merit an award. A Group C exhibit must 
earn an average of at least fifty-five (55) points to merit an 
award . 

D. Only first-place award winners in any class in Group A will be 
eligible for the Howland Wood Best-of-Show Award.
